proper repreMnUUkm in tiomiiiaMii^ OnmnHoru, and that 
a man with an ambition to engage in the public Bcrvice 
had no opportunity unliu h» wu fortunate enough to be 
ptU on a pre-arranged tIaU. It wm oataral to expect 
that flooner or later this would be resented. 

"In large part that is what the defeat* ut yesterday 
■Mat It will be easy to care this troable. The war is 
l»f«(Mm to the old-fa»hioned practice of having real con- 
mmMoiu, at which all who aajgire to mmii^Moni wiU haoe 
em oqimU chance." 

This advice is just as applicable to Mason 
eoanty as it is to Ohio, where the control of 
tiie party machinery was absolute, with Boss 
Ooz in charge of the whole outfit. 



In oonflnAlkm of the ehaifas of election 
frauds |made by the Fusionists in Louisville, 
The Coorier-Joamal, champion of the "Gang/' 
makes the following nnitiue explanation as to 
how certain ballot*boxes were 'Smashed" — 

"Boom of the ballot>b(»ea broairht in from the TusMth 

Ward had the apfwaranre of bavin r btv-n through a ryolonc. 
The ballot-boz frum the Thirty-eighth Frecinct was 
badly amsabfld and dented, sad wte awled om with a 
rope, one of the locks bring gime. I'pon pxaminttion it 
waa proYed to be all right and receipts were given tor it. 
Tb« t«o hoxM froBB the Thirty*aeooad and the Twenty 
eighth Precincts of the same Ward were rIho in somewhat 
of a disorderly condition, but the seals were intact and the 
propsr dooaaieato properly aigMd la Cb« propsr plaeei by 
the proj>er officers. 

"With the ballot-boxes from the Iwenty-siztb, the 
T««atj«loafth and ^ BifbtMBtb PraoincCa of the aane 
Ward, the three referred to abeve as being somrwhat 
batlsrad, were ol tin and not the regular galvanixed iron 
boiaa aaeh aa were glfaa oat. Tba ais boxea, aa they 
bad Irft the Clerk's office, were returned and found to be 
empty. The battered boxes were made ao in the trip to 
the Olerk'a oflea, having bean taken th«« in wagone and 
having borne the weight of the officers, who sat on them." 

By the way, the officer who sat on that bo.v 
from the Thirty-eighth frecinct ought to tish 
around aud nee if he can find that missing locic 
in the bosom of his trousers. 

And then The Courier-Journal's report goes 
on — 

"Through the mistakes of certain ol the ottiaers of the 
aleetion in the varioae Proeincte, the ballots were retamed 

t) the rirrk'M office in an irromilar ronditioii. In those 
cases, when the mistakes could not be rectified, the otli- 
cere who had broogbt the boxes signed the receipt admit- 
ting the diacrapancy. Three of such cases were from the 
Eleventh Ward. The returns from the Sixth i'recinct 
showed the backs of the ballot tab, no retarns and no 
tally-sht'et. The returns from tlie Thirty-ciKhth Precinct 
showed no tally-sheet. The returns from the Twentieth 
Precinct of the Twelfth Ward were brought in without a 
count having been made for the rcrt!*on of the disturhnnce.
